FPC President 


Testifies for 
Blackout Probe 


Isolated Systems 
Not the Answer 
Official Tells Inquiry 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


chairman of the Federal Pcvver 
Commission, Joseph C. Swidler, 
told Congress today that isolat- 
ed electric systems would not 
be the way to end widescale 
power failures such as the big 
blackout in the Northeast last 
month. 


"Isolated electric systems are 


unthinkable in a modern indus- 
trial economy," Swider told a 
House Interstate Commerce sub- 
committee. The group is look- 
ing into the cause and effects of 
the power failure in the North- 
east and other failures in other 
parts of the country. 


To reinforce his points, Swid- 


ler cited the example of a sus- 
pension bridge collapsing a few 
years back because of a form of 
instability. But, said Swidler, 
"we 
did not 
stop 
building 


bridges. We learned from that 
experience and how we build 
better bridges." 


Big Lesson 


The big lesson of the North- 


east blackout, he said, "is that 
we must strengthen our power 
grids- so that they can hold to- 
gether and continue service in 
any foreseeable contingency." 


Swidler summarized his previ- 


ous report to President Johnson 
on the power failure, telling how 
the blackout originated across 
the Canadian border, with an 
overload automatically tripping 
cutoff switches in the United 
States. 


He said that if the .FPC is to 


be effective in helping improve 
the quality and reliability of 
service it will need stronger 
laws, more money and a bigger 
staff.
